| Much Good Advice Offered 
to Church Members. 


New York, April 28.—Supporting the 
manual of the mother church and the 
Christian Science organization“as pro- 
jected by Mary Baker Eddy, the church 
committee on general welfare after five 
months’ investigation of the denomina- 
}tion’s affairs in Boston, made public 
a majority and minority report here 
today. The findings aggregate 18,000 
words and are said to be “ encouraging 
and constructive.” 

Among the recommendations are: 
That no member of the mother church 
shall receive for official services in ex- 
cess of an aggregate of $10,000. a year; 
that there be “closer and more open 
relationship between officiala and mem- 
bers;” that officials of the mother 
church a discontinue class teach- 
ing during term of office; that 
“as soon as present conditions will 
permit, rotation in office and equality 
| of the sexes, where permissible, be ap- 
plied to all the official positions of the 
mother church.”

The humbler of Mr.  Sullivan’s 
friends were cared for during his life 
time in other ways. The “loans” 
which he made to them were another 
source of amusement for him. He knew 
that most of them would never be re- 
turned and he arid the late John P. 
Hopkins would frequently compare 
notes on these loans and laugh when 
they found that both had been 
“touched” by the same person. 

One story both were found of re- 
lating was of a former member of the 
legislature who had come to Mr. Hop- 
kins with a hard luck story and re- 
ceived a loan in the morning. At noon 
Mr. Hopkins and Mr. Sullivan went to 
Rector’s for luncheon and found the 
ex-legislator entertaining a wine party 
in which were several women friends. 
Hopkins laughed as he saw him and 
told Sullivan of the morning’s loan, 
only to find that Sullivan, too, had con- 
tributed to the wine party. Neither 
bore the slightest resentment and the 
giver of the wine party negotiated sev- 
eral other “ loans ” before his death. 

Mr. Sullivan took care of charities 
and institutions in much the same way 
as he did of his friends.

We do believe that if the situation of Europe !s 
Zot enough to shake the purpose of the “little 
group of willful men,” of which Mr. Wilson himself 
is protagonist and master, no mere appeal in 
words will bring reason.

BRITISH AIRPLANES THREATEN 
U. S. | 


Ten thousand British airplanes are about to be 
dumped into the United States, according to a 
warning voiced by Senator Reed Smoot of Utah. 
“If they are dumped into this country under pres- 
ent conditions we might as well abandon the mak- 
ing of American planes until they are disposed 
of,” he says. His position is well taken. 

Already all but two American manufacturers 
of airplanes on a large scale during the war have 
gone out of business. With such competition from 
Great Britain as now impends it is evident that 
even these cannot continue successfully. 

Such a situation means an end to practically 
all progress in aircraft production and improve- 
ment in the United States. It means that while 
European nations are developing aircraft for com- 
merce and so for the emergency of war, the 
United States is almost at a standstill. It means 
the nation is in danger of losing the opportunity 


to become one of the greatest of the century. It 
means that we leave ourselves open to commer- 
cial attack upon our prosperity and military at- 
tack upon our safety. Bees | 
Methods of guarding against such a situation 
are simple. Senator Smoot offered one at the 
moment of his warning. It lies in the passage 
of a bill already before congress tg eliminate, by 
special duties, unfair competition with American 
aircraft production. The bill should be passed. 
It will at least guard American private enter- 


prise in aircraft production from annihilation by | 


foreign manufacturers who have the advantage 
of support and encouragement by their govern- 


ments. Such restrictive competition is a long es-| 


tablished British policy. 

In the eightSenth century Joshua Gee, an Eng- 
lish writer and government official, said: ‘“‘ We 
ought always to keep a watchful eye over our 
colonies to restrain them from setting up any of 
the manufactures that are carried on in Great 
Britain, and any such attempts should be crushed 
in the beginning. For if they are suffered to grow 
up to maturity it will be difficult to suppress 
them.” We are no longer colonies but the British 
trade policy remains the same. 

American aircraft production should be pro- 
tected from such restrictive competition by what- 
ever special duties are necessary. In addition it 
should be fostered by every legitimate govern- 
mental resource. England, France, Germany, and 
Italy are doing it by subsidies, prizes, and special 
laws and appropriations. They are doing it be- 
cause they realize it will pay. The United States 
should do as much, and do it before we are hope- 
lessly outdistanced. 


AMERICAN POSSIBILITIES.

The British empire is now the “community of 
British nations,” and the government has stated 
in parliament that the self-governing dominions 
remain in it entirely on their own volition.

Great Britain now controls virtually all the great 
oil fields of the world, with the exception of the 
United States and Mexico, and to a lesser extent, 


the North American continent are either in British 
hands, or under British management, or financed 
by British capital. The British oil magnates dom- 
inate in Russia, the Dutch East Indies, Roumania, 
Egypt, Venezuela, Trinidad, India, Ceylon, the Malay 
states, North and South China, Siam, the Straits 
Settlements, and the Philippines. 

At the present rate of increase in consumption and 
with a probable diminishing production in America, 
it is predicted that within five years America will 
be forced to import at least 500,000,000 barrels of 
oil, and at $2 a barrel, a very conservative figure, 
that would mean $1,000,000,000. 

For the last half century Great Britain's coaling 
stations would have given her control of the seas, 
even if her navy had not dominated them. During 
the next half century fuel oil supplies wi]! be almost 
as important as coal, and the British are evidently 
working feverishly to secure their supplies of oil. 

America has squandered her inheritance of oil, just 
as she has squandered her tremendous resources in 
timber.

PROGRESS MERITING A HORN 
RECENT study shows that the 
consumption death rate in Chi- 


cago fell from 220 in 1881 to 


122 in 1919. This is a good 
showing, but it is even better when we 
recall that in 1881 many cases of con- 
sumption were recorded under death cer- 
tificates showing other causes of death. 
But we expect to find the consumption 
death rate on the decline. Much energy 
has been spent in controlling contagion, 
and consumption has come in for more 
attention than any other form of con- 
tagion, 


I have been told by physicians from 
Hot Springs, Ark., that they no longer 
see the cases of badly neglected syphilis 
which were so much in evidence there 
a few years ago. Presently some one 
will find a place in which a closer study 
of syphilis can be made, and such study 


{| will doubtless prove that this disease is

His 
study was limited to what is called 
rheumatic fever—inflammation of two 
or more large joints, accompanied by 
fever sweats, concentrated acid urine, 
and ofttimes with heart manifestations. 
He ruled out all cases of rheumatoid 
arthritis, chronic arthritis, muscular 
rheumatism, gonorrheal arthritis, arthri- 
tis of small joints, such as fingers and 
toes, and vague painful conditions loosely 


called rheumatic. 


The number of cases of rheumatic 
fever treated in 1907 was 706; in 1919, 
199, in spite of nearly 50 per cent increase 
in the number of patients with all dis- 
Many 
cases called rheumatic fever in 1907 are 
now called arthritis, but a study of the 
record of this disease showed that it had 
not increased anywhere near enough to 


explain the drop in rheumatic fever. 


The study showed that there had been 
no decrease in rheumatic fever in chil- 
dren between 5 and 14. The great im- 
provement had been in persons from 15 
to 29. The improvement in persons 30 
to 60 was also marked. 

This study comes out just at a time 
when the subject of infection through 
the gums is a Hvé one in dental so- 
cieties.

Washington, D. C., April 28.—More 
than $400,000,000 in government life in- 


surance, carried by service men during 
the war, has been converted into perma- 
nent government policies, Director Chol- 
mely-Jones reported tonight. This rep- 
resents the exchange of more than 133,- 
000 policies, 

An analysis of the application shows 
an average permanent insurance of $3,- 
Six forms of policies were offered 
by the government, the twenty year en- 
dowment proving the favorite with 59,560 
policies issued. 

The amount of these polictes, however, 
is slightly less than that of the twenty 
payment life policy, of which about 35,- 
000 were issued, aggregating $142,112,000, 
while the twenty year endowment pol- 


| icies amounted to $141,139,000.

Cows grazed on pastures with wild 
‘onions or garlic plants now probably 
will produce tainted milk. When cows 
eat such green plants within four or 
five hours before milking there is im- 
parted to the milk a disagreeable flavor 
and odor. 

After the cow has been kept in‘a 
stable or dry lot all winter it will eat 
most any kind of green food when 
turned out in the pasture. The garlic 
plant is commonly found in pastures in 
the middle west. particularly from 
‘Iowa eastward, and is the most trou- 
blesome weed that causes the tainting 
of milk. 

The plants become so common in 
some pastures that dairymen are 
forced to feed their cows hay and 


in decreasing the desire of the cow for 
greens. Practically the only way to 


weeds or keep dairy cows out of in- 
fested pastures. If it is necessary to 
graze cows in fields where these weeds 
afe present they should be taken out of 
the pasture at least four hours before 
milking time and kept in a dry lot. 
The garlic flavor can be removed by 

heating milk to a temperature of 145 
degrees Fahrenheit and blowing air 
threugh it.
